21. (Currently Amended) A picture decoding apparatus comprising: 
decoding means for decoding a plurality of coded signals and outputting 

respective decoded signals; 

storage means for storing said decoded signals; and 

selecting means for selecting a decoded signal corresponding to a coded signal 
which is in the decoding process of said decoding means based on a motion-vector computation ; 

wherein said decoding means decodes each of said coded signals according to the 
respective decoded signal selected by said selecting means. 

22. (Previously Presented) A picture decoding apparatus according to claim 21, 
wherein said decoding means decodes said coded signals according to time division 
multiplexing.

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23. (Previously Presented) A picture decoding apparatus according to claim 22, 
wherein said decoding means decodes said coded signals by motion compensating and predicting 
according to said decoded signal. 

24. (Previously Presented) A picture decoding apparatus according to claim 23, 
wherein said decoding means inputs video signals which are coded in MPEG and decodes said 
video signals according to a corresponding decoding procedure. 

25. (Currently Amended) A picture decoding method comprising the steps of: 
decoding a plurality of coded signals and outputting respective decoded signals; 
storing said decoded signals; and 

selecting a decoded signal corresponding to a coded signal which is in the 
decoding process based on a motion-vector computation ; 

wherein each of said coded signals is decoded according to the respective decoded 
signal selected in said selecting step. 
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
